Watts, was also bound up.river, and 
togather we embarked on the Lang Shas, 
ona of a couple of. neat little steamer 
built by the Hongkong and Whanapos 
Dock Company specially for the West 
River traffic. Tho dimensions of the ves- 
ada are similar, the length being 108 feat, 
with 18 feet 6 inches beam, and s depth of 
9 feot, drawing 6 feet when losded. . They 
aye-double-decked, the lower deck aft being 
assigned to Chinose passengers, while undor 
the bridge is situated a small ssloon and 
oie cabin for first-class passongers, The 
most comfortable accommodation for pas- 
songers, however, is Placed on the upper 
dock, behind-tho wheel house énd captam's 
cabin, in two lorge, square double-buukel 
cabins.

After 
y, We proceeded on our vogage 
to'Samshul, twenty-six miles distant.’ The 
scenery now began to assume a varied 
character, A ranyeof sharp peaked hills was 
seen in tha distance, and in the background 
the lofty posk of Digh-o-Shan, 4,000 or 
5,000 fest in height, was dimly visible. 
Ranges of luw-lying hills, seane of which are 
covered With trees, comprens the 
arablo laid into broad stretches. alang—the 
banks and inte narrow, sequestered valleys 
as thoy recede from the river. Prottylittle 
sandy, bays and shuirp erags and pro- 
montories lend variety to the banks, and- 
a prottily situated pagoda has a charm 
of its own, As tho sumhine faded away 
in a mass of - lurid red behind the 
distant - hills, we came in. sight of Camp- 
Dell's Island, a precipitous rock™ in the 
widdle of the channel, with an elegant 


nine-storied pagoda clase te the south 
shore. Tho romniudor of the voyage to 
Samshui wis made in semi-darknesi illu- 
minated ever and anon by dishes of light- 
ning, and wo made our way slowly up the 
Samshui reech to Sainam throwing tho lead 
all the way.” The liglhta of the Lung 
Kinny, the sister ship of the Lung Shan, 
were observed following behind, and both 
vessela meored almost simultancously 
on either side of the hulk, or floating shed, 
about half-past nine o'clock. 

The name Somahui implies the junction 
of three waters—the West River and the 
North River, which is divided by an island 
at its junction with the West River in 
Samshai Reach. We visited the Lug 
Kiang and exchanged greetings with the 
skipper, and shortly after ten o'clock both 
vessels again steamed off, the Ling Kidng 
going sonth, It wns now too dark,+ 
however, to distinguish anything but the 
outline of the banks, so we shali have to 
defer the description of the most interest- 
ing part of the journey till the recurn trip. 

When wenwoke next morning we were 
steaming slong a somowhat ‘narrowor chan- 
nel, the banks on efther sidé being hound- 
ed by a serrated range of wooded: hills, 
along the fovt of which stretched o belt 
of cultivated land. Terrsced patches of 
and wer cultivated whersvar possible 
on the hillsides. The ground is tilled’ 

ight down the sloping bsnk to the water’s 
Wee, and pa number of the industrious 
peasanta wore observed in the fields, some 
engaged in ploughing with the primitive 
wooden plough and the historic bullock. 
On these patches of ground the principal 
crop grownis sweet potatoes, and it is not 
an unfrequont- oegtirrence for the crops to 
be utterly destroyed by high ficods which 
devastate tho banks. These, however, de 
nét deter tho peasants from availing them- 
selves of tha very fertile alluvial land, and 
when the foods have subsided they calmly 

roceed to repair the dimage and plant 
Fresh crops. F 

Tho Cockicomb Rock, 4 jagged ridge of 
matble rock projecting into the vater, 
deriving the name from: its fantastic shape, 
was passed |ateron. “Along the banks ara 
well-beaten towing paths, in sume places 
rising to about thirty foot above the water. 
Ho-taus, or housa boats, and long, low, 
black salt-boats were being towed upstream 
by gangs offrom fifteen to. twenty track- 
ere ; hundrods of small fishing boats, with a 
curious arrangement of bamboo poles pro- 
truding at the bow, to which is affixed the 
drop net, slowly crept aloag close inshore ; 
whilst intmid-channel floated listlessly down 
stream a large, timber raft, with soveral 
smal! log csbins and a small colony on 
board.” We met soveral of these rafts on 
our journey, They are, most ingeniously 
constructed. The lower portion is of logs, 
the upper tier being of sawa planks. The 
whole is firmly lashed together,-with stout 
logs as cross trees, and long vars aro fixed 
both at the fore and stern of the raft to act 
as rudders, Thesv rafis are a source of 
great annoyance and danger to steam navi- 
gation on the river. They drift slong 
aimlessly, their cumbrous size apd con- 
struction taking it an itiipossibility for 
them to cloar out of the channel to allow of 
the passagoof the steamer, and at night 
the skipporof a steamer has a somuwhat 
anxious time of it. About fourteen. miles 
from the Cockscomb Rock a gaudily-paint- 
ed joss-house, perched on the top of « fine 
retaining wall built into the hillside, was 
passed ; and rounding a bend a very pretty, 
nino-storied pagods, situated on the top of 
acircular mound abutting into the siver, 
was observed. Thia pagoda is almost ex- 
actly similar to the one on Canipbell’s Is- 
and, of a white colour, with smal) trees 
growing outof the masonry at each storey, 
and in the partly-rained upper storey some 
shrubs havetaken root. The hills on the 
tight bank now retire in confused masses 
froin. the river, leaving a long stretch of 
about two. or three miles of well-cultivated 
fiat couhtry, reaching back to hills of 6 
peculiar terra-cotta colour, which looked 
very prettyin contrast with the grem of 
the sparse shrubbery and fir trees dotted 
here and there on the Jowerslopes. Clumps 
of graceful bamboo and‘ shrubbery are 
also atudded over the plain at intervals, 
and there are also some fine bamboo copses 
on the oppuite bank, which, however, is 
Not of so open a nature. 

-, Takhing, our next calling piace, is about 
sixteen miles from Cockscomb Rock. It 
is an important town of the usual Chinese 
character, with no distinctive feature, and 
only a shortstay was made tu pick up and 
disembark passengers. We then steamed 
up the remaining forty-three miles to Wu- 
chow, the menery being very similar to 
what we hed passed in the morning, the 
hills again converging-nearer the river on 
the left bank.

Sm,—Your ‘ Back Door! contributor is 
just a wee bit ton provious. Tho Bear has 
nob got Hongkong yot, though the object 
of tho little stury in plain to bo soon, and 
who will say that the writer’s motives are 
not patriotic. : 

Now, te put things in plain English, 
British authorities nover were prepared for 
the unexpeeted, except in Intia of late 
years, where their billets, nay, their lives, 
dopended on thoir being ready, and it cost 
them many hard knocks to make them see 
it. Nowadays, all honour to them, they 
aro ready for anything, and there ig no 
reason why they should not be equally 
ready in Hongkong. If the General or the 
Cotimodore would step forward and eay 
with authority, ‘It is all right,'—-of course 
wedo not want them to publish defence 
secrets, buf to give. us a reasonable 
assurance that éhing: are not as they seem, 
and that we can pussies our souls in peace 
—much uavasiness would be setat rest, but 
so for this has nover boen dons. We are 
not finding fault with individuals, but with 
the syste, We know that our svldicrs, 
officers and men, will do all that men can 
do and may be trusted to dia at their. posta; 
but why sould they haye to dis, when a 
little forethought and preparation would 
rander it unnecessary for them te muke this 
sacrifica 7 : 

What are the facts? Civilians possessed 
of ordinary_commonsense and reasoning 
qualities, though not necessarily experta in 

‘ona and warfare, believe, not 
without some appirent reasons, . that 
this Island is inadequately defended on the 
South side; and that under modern 
conditions we are linble to be ‘rushed,’ 
say at the present moment with only 
the Undaunted (under repair) and the 
Humber and tho obsolete Harbour 
craft available, not counting torpedo 
boats, which are faust beconing ob- 
selete, too. Of coursé, we know the 
hundred -and one reasons that would be 
given to prove such a thing impossible, but 
it is always the unoxpected that, happens, 
aud knowing the recently expressed sonti- 
ments of some of our friends, would it not 
be worth while tu be prepared for any 
eventuality 7 Henykong is our most dis- 
tant link in the chain of strongholds. Now 
is it worth or is is net worth our while to 
defend it to the last? If it is not worth 
our whi hy all the money apent and to 
be expendtd on naval projects, otc.,” etc. 
We must conclude that the authorities con- 
sidor it a vital point! If so, why this 
blind trusting to luck and a defenceless 
south shore. To some the weak point ap- 
pears to be that if we were attacked in the 
fopgy season guns on the heights would be 
no use, in a dark night, to keep hostile 
craft ata distance in the absence of the 
fleet is at present. Now, if the points of 
each small bay on our south.shores were 
provided with a couplo of Maxims and a 
quick-firer in the nearly absolute shelter of 
tho points of land where galberics could be 
excavated for them, and for a powerful 
search Hght, no busts capable of landing 
tropps ‘could possibly eseape detection or 
annihilation. ‘The number uf men required 
atesch baywould not exceed sy ten in 
peace time, and’a buried telegmph cable 
would enable information to be sent to 
Headquarters for ré-inforcementa_on- the 
first appearance of an enemy, and here the 
Jubilee Road would come in. 

Now the expense uf this first instalment 
of defence would not be very great. 1 be- 
lieve we have somé Maxims instore, and 
Abu services of the . convicts..could -be 
utilized to make thoshelters, shslters that 
could not be easily hurt or reached by any 
vessel in the offing, but those holding them 
could sink anything short of an ironclad, 
and this would be cheaper than expensive 
torpedo plant. [ believe there sre numer: 
ous sites for guns pre-ompted by the War 
} Authorities~on thé Scuth-side, iut se far 
thora is not a gun near them, anl we know 
how long it takes to get a heavy gun 
into position whon there is extra pay per 
hour for the men onthe job. And what has 
becume of the famous Defences Committee 
oi which so much wus expected? ~ 

So far as can be Joarned the eum of their 
labours are represented by a cust of black 
paint on several buoys in the Harbour, 
presumably to frighten the onemy and 
make ‘him imagine Mines, None of the 
members ever fullfilled the purpose for 
which they were intended, go fa> as the 
public are concerned. Now we have to 
pay 17% per cent Military Contribution, 
besides extras. Many of us have all we 
possess invosted in this Island, and will 
have to live and die hers, and naturally we 
want to feel reasonably sure thot cur ds- 
fenocs are being looked after.

THE INDIAN FRONTIER WAR. 
DETAILS OF FIGHTING. |, 
4. Telegrams from Simla deseribing the 
heavy fighting with General’ : Tiffroy’a 
column in the valley to the North of Camp 
Mayat on September 16, in which so many 
brave officers and mon were killed, roport 
that it appears that prior to the fightin the 
village Genoral Jeffreys had had a slight 
engagement with the tribesmen in which 
the latter refused to stand.
